Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 
Species 1: Figs 1-2, 

Species 2: Figs 3-4 - ridges with patches of adhesive 
Species 3: Figs 5-6 - knurled section covered by adhesive 
Species 4: Figs 7-8 -hexagonal shape with flange and adhesive on flange 
Species 5: Figs 9-10 - hexagonal shape, flange, patches of adhesive on 
fastener outer surface 



Species 6: Figs 1 1-12 - fastener has crumpling section and adhesive on outer 



surface 

Species 7: Figs 13-14 - fastener has adhesive on outer surface and slots in said 
surface to facilitate buckling 

Figs 14-1 5 appear to show the method of use with a tool.
